REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school board herein submits its annual report to the 
town. During the past year Miss Center and Miss Taylor 
have again been in charge of the school. 

In June Miss Center graduated one pupil, who success- 
fully passed the examinations to enter the Nashua high 
school in September. The younger children under her care 
show a pleasing interest and a gain in their work is very 
apparent. 

Miss Taylor has proved very capable in her work. The 
board regrets that more of the parents did not see the 
exhibit prepared by her in June. The children’s work was 
worthy of commendation and they have continued to show 
an interest in the drawing, while they have also gained in 
music. 

No work has been done upon the school building or 
grounds during this year. 

The greatest need at the present is the very urgent one 
of appointing a truant officer. The attendance, or lack of 
it, during the past two terms make this matter of utmost 
importance. 

By the school laws of the state we are required in our an- 
nual report to ask for the sum of money that will be needed 
during the year for school supplies and tuitions.
